Train Robbers Hard Pushed 
_ by Detectives. 


The Wife of One of the Glendale 
Gang Caught in Oakland. 


The Recent Arrest in This City Proves 
an Important One. 


“Lenton,” the Man Captared, Proves to 
be Sly, the Leader of the Band, an 
ex-Convict Much Wanted ie 
in Missoari. | 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Dec. 830.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A woman giving the 
name of Florence Waterman has been 
arrested by a detective here and it is 
claimed that she‘not only acknowledges 
being the wife of Marion Hedpeth, who 
is suspected of being one of the gang of 
train robbers which held up the train,at 
Glendale, Mo., November 830, but‘ has 
given information which may lead to the 
arrest of other members of the band in 
addition to Albert Sly, who was arrested 
last week in Los Angeles by Detectives 
Pinkerton and Whittaker, and who was 
taken East on Sunday without the for- 
mality of extradition papers. 3 

On December 14 Detective Robert A. 
Pinkerton was in this city paying a 
social visit. When he was about to re- 
turn East he received a telegram from 
Chief of Police Harrigan of St. Louis 
stating that he believed that two of the 
robbers were on this Coast. Subse- 
quently similar information was wired 
to Chief Crowley, giving a description 
ofthe men. Among other things he 
stated that a trunk had been shipped to 
Oakland to Marion Hedpeth, but it was 


addressed to Florence A. Waterman, a 
woman who is supposed to be the rob- | 


ber’s wife. Chief Crowley turned the 
matter over toCapt. Lees, and, at the 
request of Chief Harrigan, Lees, Crow- 
ley and Pinkerton were asked to co- 
operate in the search for the robbers. 
From further information _ received 
from Harrigan it was learned that one 
of the men could be found in-Los An- 
geles. Pinkerton and Ross Whittaker 
therefore proceeded to that city and 
there found Albert Denton Sly, one of 
the robbers. He. was cunducting a 
saloon. After his arrest upon his per- 
son was found a watch stolen from the 
messenger of the train. 


Meanwhile Lees, assisted by Detect- . 


ives Silvey, Byram» and Cody, kept a 
sharp lookout for the trunk which was 


in the Wells-Fargo express office in 


Oakland. Ever since the 14th of the 
month the office has been shadowed 
night and day. ‘The officers were san 
guine of success. They felt sure that 
sooner or later the owner would apply 
for the trunk. Everything was spoiled 
yesterday morning, however, by the 
publication of a telegram dated Los An- 
geles which recited the details of Sly’s 
capture by Pinkerton. 
This put Hedpeth on his guard and 
forced him to seek seclusion as remote 
from danger as possible. Yesterday, 
however, the watchful officers were re- 


warded by seeing Florence Waterman 


walk into the Wells-F argo office and in- 
quire for the trunk. Of course she did 
not find it, forit was already in the pos- 
session of Capt. Lees. About half an 
hour befoge the woman called at the ex- 
press o she rented a room in Oak- 
land, telling the landlady that she ex- 


pected a widowed sister to arrive that 


day from Salt Lake City and she wanted 
to have her trunk sent to the room. 
After the woman left the express of- 
fice she gave the officers a very lively 
chase. It was raining fearfully, but 


‘she went on plodding around block after 


block until finally the detectives, tiring 
of sprinting in rain, overtook the fleet- 
ing beauty, arrested her and brought 
her to this city. 

Capt. Lees says the woman refused to 
talk at all, but she does not deny any- 
thing, not even that she isthe wife of 
Hedpeth. She will probably be held as 
an accessory. 

Whittaker and Pinkerton came up 
from Los Angeles on Sunday evening 
with Sly in charge. They were met at 
Modesto by Captain Lees. Sly con- 
sented to gorighton East after Lees 
had explained to him that it wouid only 
be a matter of two weeks before extra- 
dition papers would arrive. Conse- 
quently the party took the evening 
train for Sacramento and there caught 
the Eastern overtand. 

An effort will be made to induce the 
woman to tell what she knows, but the 
outlook is not oe ‘Capt. Lees 
says that there was clothing in the. 
trunk. but declines to go into de- 
tails concerning its contents. 


SLY’S CRIMINAL RECORD. 


An ex-Conviect Wie Was Concerned in 
Several Train Robberies. 

St. Louis, Dec. 80.—[By the Associ- 

ated Press.| The leader of the gang 


who robbed the Adams Express messen- 


ger at Glendale on the night of No- 
vember 30, together with a woman ac- 
complice, are under arrestin San Fran- 
cisco, and the capture of the remainder 
of the gang seems only a matter of 
time. The leader is Adelbert D. Sly, a 
noted ex-Missouri convict. The latest 
series of exploits by Sly and his gang 
began with the robbery of the Omaha 
street car barns last Uctober. In the 
same month they robbed the Kansas 
‘hen came the 
robbery of the Pacific Express Company 
on the Missouri Pacific near Omaha No- 
vember 4, and the American Express 
Company near Western Union Junction, 
Wis.. November 12. In all these Sly 
was the leader, and the engine of war 
was almost invariably dynamite. : 

After the Western Union Junction 
robbery William Pinkerton found that 
Sly, in 1883, while in the employ of the 
American Express Company at St. Joe, 
defaulted with a package containing 
$20,000. After a loyg search he was 
apprehended in California, returned to 
Missouri and sentenced to seven years 
in the Missouri penitentiary. On being 
released from the penitentiary he asso-. 
ciated himself with a gang of rough 
burglars, their headquarters being in 
Kansas City and Omaha. A quiet in- 
vestigation began and Sly was located 
in St. Louis a few days previous to the 
Glendale robbery, it being thought that 
with the Western 


Union Junct Chief Harri- 
gan learned /from a furniture dealer 
that a house On Swan avenue. had been 
fitted up for four men and one woman. 
The gang disappeared from. the house 
three days after the Glendale robbery, 
leaving the furniture behind them. 
Their baggage was traced to the depot. 


descriptions of the fugitives no doubt 
was left fn the minds of the police, and 
detectives that Sly was their leader. 

On Satn last a man answering 
Sly's description was arrested by Rob- 
ert Pinkerton inthe Los Angeles post- 
office. He denied that his name was 
Sly, saying i was A.S. Denton. That 
clinched matters, as Sly’s full name is 
Adelbert Denton Sly. In his posses- 
sion was found $2000, a lot of personal 
property and the watch taken from 
Messenger M@lrennan of the Adams 
Express at ndale. Sly's arrest was 
kept quiet until today, with a view to 
get.ing some of the balance of the 
gang. This hope was partially realized 
today, when, as announced in a press 
dispatch from San Francisco, a woman 
calling herself Florence Waterman. 
who the detectives assert is connected 
with the gang. was arrested in that 
cityg The officers feel confident that 
it is nogy a Comparatively easy task to 
. secure the rest of the gang. 

Sly’s avowed ambition is to be a sec- 
ond Jesse James, but aside from his 
daring and utter disregard of distinc- 
tion of meum and tuum, his most nota- 
ble characteristic is singularly abstemi- 
ous habits. _ 

The other men associated with Sly in 
the robberv are equally desperate, and 
all are well-known tothe police. Ma- 
rion Hedpeth, whose wife or mistress 
was today arrested in San Francisco, 
was first connected with the affair by 
local detectives under Chief Desmond. 
Another map whom the detectives want 
for robbery, but who is still at large, is 
L. R. Wilson of Omaha, a man of noto- 
rious character, who has been concerned

CHINESE DIPLOMACY. 


How Trouble Growing Out of the 
Riots Was Avoided, 


‘Another Version of the Manchuria Reve lt 
—The Stories of Massacre and Other 
Crimes Said to Have Been 

Exaggerated,

Vancouver (B. C.,) Dec. 80,—[By 
the Associated Press.| The Canadian 
Pacific steamship Empress of India 
arrived this morning from Hong Kong 
and Yokohama, | ; 

The Shanghei correspondent of the 
| Yokohama Daily. Mail savs that China 
has scored a grand diplomatic success. 
The riots in the Yang-tse Valley would 
have called down on her head the wrath 
of European powersif the critical sit- 
uation in Europe did not allow her to 
escape. She has made promises in pro- 
fusion, but has done nothing. The 
recent riots are attributed to the 
Ko-Laoh-Hui, a secret society, but Dr 
Griffith John has learned incontrovert- 
ably thatthe inflammatory p!acards that 
were the chief cause of the riot did not 
emanate from Hunan. but were instig- 
ated by Chon Han, whose action had 
the direct sanctionand approval of the 
provincial authorities. It is urged that 
European powers shonld quell any Hu- 
nanese outbreaks and thereby not only 
strengthen the Peking government, but 
inspire respect for European rights. 

The Yokohama correspondent of the 
Vancouver News-Advertiser says: 
‘Fresh developments have taken place 
in China. Affairs had scarcely settled 
down after the riots on the Yang-tse 
River when news arrived of a rising in 
the north, which, so far as we can dis- 
cover at present, must have been a very 
serious affair. The affair, which has by 
this time become known throughout the 
east asthe Mongolian revolt. Although 
it really occurred in Manchuria it 
began on November 9. It seems 
that a voung Chinese officer, stationed 
in the city of.Choo Yang, just outside 
of the Great Wall and bordering on 
Manchuria, took it into his head to at- 


some distance to the northward. The 
bandit in question was a man of con- 
siderable influence, having a following 
of about 1000 men. The Choo Yang 
officer having taken the stronghold re- 
tired to his own station. Soon after 
the bandit, seizing a favorable oppor- 
tunity, attacked the officer’s station'and 
put the garrison to the sword.. Having 
subjugated the city the brigand leader 
raised the standard of rebellion and 
giving battle to the imperialist troops, 
defeated them. Reinforcements were, 
however, sent north from Tientsin and, 
the latest news is to the effect that the 
government forces have met and dis- 
persed the rebels, retaining the city of 
Choo Yang. 

‘‘Most alarming telegrams have been 
published, describing the murder of 
Christians, ravishing and massacre of 
nuns and other horrible crimes, but it is 
believed that these stories are un- 
founded.”

THE MONTEREY. 
Her Builders Awaiting the Arrival of 
Armor Plate to Complete Her, 

San Francisco, Dec.30.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press,| The coast-defense ves- 
sel Monterey is at the wharf of the 
Union Iron Works in very much the 
same condition she was three weeks 
ago. Yesterday a few men were at 
work upon her, putting bagzing on the 
steam pipes and covering everything 
that needs it with non-conducting nmia- 
terial, They worked in a superstruct- 
ure protected from the storm by the 
upper deck. Now and again the sound 
of a hammer would break the stillness 


about the vessel, but for hours it was inj} 


gloom, and all of the heavy hatches 
were down sothat the rain might not 
do injury to the work already done. 
The vessel is nearly finished. All the 
joiner work is done. The cabin fur- 
nishings have been ready for some 
time. They have been put in place, 
found perfectly satisfactory, and are 
now stored in the shops for safe-keep- 
ing. The placing of armor on the ves- 
sel would do considerable damage to 
the cabin work, which will not be put 
back until the plating is in position. 
To fit it again in place, however, will 
not take much time. 

While there are only a few men work- 
ing on the vessel itself, about 100 
workmen are busy upon parts of it in 
the machine shops, upon fittings and 
other details of the vessel, They are at 
present working to get the vessel in 
readiness for her dock trials which will 
take place before the »cean trials, if 
the Government sees fit under present 
circumstances to ask for the latter. 
The electric light plant is one of the 
most important elements in the prepara- 
tion for the dock trials. Ina few days 
it will be finished. Steam has already 
been up and it is expected that in about 
two weeks the dock trials will be held. 
Those at .the works apparently have 
reason to believe that not a hammer 
has been struck upon the turret armor 
of the Monterevin the works of Car- 
negie & Phipps. If any orders to push 
matters and to work men night and day 
have been issued the orders have gone 
there and not here. The turret armor 
is a necessity. 

Information hasalso been received of 
the progress made at the Bethlehem 
works. The fatter manufactory has 
the contract to make the barbette ar- 
mor. This plating covers the machin- 
ery which .in a stationary apartment 
moves the gun in the turret above. 
The gun carriages are also protected in 
the barbette. At the Union Iron Works. 
it is understood that the armor for the 
aft barbette is almost complete at the 
Bethlehem works and that it will be 
shipped probably on February 1 next. 
When the forward barbette can be com- 
pleted is a matter for conjecture. The

Coroner Weldon held an inquest on 
the remains of Willie Bouchard, the 
fourteen-year-old son of Fred Bouchard, 
who runs a Nagi: at Los Nietos, ves- 
terday.

THE WHITTIER CADETS. 


Two of the Companies Taken to 
Riverside. 
They Show What Has Been: Done 
in an Exhibition Drill, 


Teachers’ Association. 


The Work of the State School at Whittier 
Outlined and the Daily Routine ~ 
Given In Detail—The Insti. 

tatlon’s Migsion, 


Yesterday two companies, consisting 
of sixty-five boys from the Whittier 
State school, went to Riverside, where 
they gave an exhibithon drill. Follow- 
ing the drill the Tsansaiieaes Dr. 
‘Walter Lindley, delivered the following 
address before the State Teachers’ As- 
sociation, now in session in that gity. 


and giving the daily routise: 
THR WHITTIER STATE SCHOOL. 

_ Every teacher has a pupil during each 
year who, through lack of proper home 
government or lack of any place worthy of 
the name of bome, is a menace to the well- 
being and good conduct of the other pupils, 
Such a boy is most frequently not natur- 
ally any worse or any duller than the aver- 
age boy, but the few hours’ work done in 
the school-room is not supplemented by 
proper discipline outside of the school, In 
fact this is the problem given: A boy with 
26 hours per week good influence in 
school and 143 hours a week demoralizing 
influences outside of school; what will be 
the result? Answer: A bad boy. Then 
the question arises, what is to be done 
with this boy? Expel him®$from school. 
‘Yes, but what next? The answer Califor- 
mia has heretofore given has. been: The 
street, the brothel, the gutter. ttre jail, the 
‘penitentiary. Take the boy and man with 
this record from 12 to 50 years of age and 
look at the awful picture! 

Every teacher has wished there was some 
school for these boys who could not be con- 
trolled for the rightin the public school. 
That is what California has undertaken to 
do in the State school at Whittier. There 
the bay is under the control and discipline 
and in the society of and under the influ- 
ence of the teacher 168 hours in the week 
and 52 weeksinthe year. No time is al- 
lowed for falling, 

Suppose you could direct the boy's habits 
as to washing, bathing, clothing, playing. 
eating and You read- 
ily see it would give you an advantage with 
a bad boy that you cannot possibly have in 
a day school. Thatis what the State is do- 
ing at Whittier. 

This State school opened the Ist of last 
July, There have been sent to it the most 
cases of incorrigibility from 

an Francisco, Los Angeles, Stockton, Oak- 
land, Sat Bernardino, San Diego, Santa 
=. Redding, Marysville, Oroviile, San 

is a Santa Barbara, Pasadena, Ven- 
tura and Fresno. 

Many people who thought the plan of this 
State school impracticable said: ‘Just wait 
until you get those terrible characters from 
the San Francisco Industrial school, and 
then you will find that you will be obliged 
to arm your officers and bar your windows 
and wall in your grounds,’ I must ac- 
kuowledge my mind was uneasy abcut 
those bovs,so I visited that school and 
looked into those boys’ faces and through 
their — into their hearts, and I saw that 
after all the hard things that had been said 
about them they were simply boys—boys 
with big hearts and bad training. boys who 
had been educated in sin, boys who ‘only 
needed a kindly word spoken and friendly 
hand laid gently on their shoulder to cause 
them to burst into tears. Send those boys 
to Whittier was the request I made, The 
Industrials chool was closed; the boys were 
several weeks ago sent to Whittier, and 
they have done better than I had ever 
hoped for. Almost without exception they 
are smart. and what is needed is to imbue 
them with self-respect, give them a fair ed- 
ucation, inculcate habits of industry and 
get them to fallin love with cleanliness. 

One of the boys was in what was ‘called 
“the tank’’ for several months before he 
was sent to Whittier. He had attempted 
to blow up the Industrial school. and is the 
most hopeless case in the State school, For 
several weeks I thought it was useless to 
try to do anything for him, andI let him go 
along without any special effortto reach 
his heart, but lately 1 have noticed him do- 
ing kind acts toward some. of the other 
boys, and when, ten days ago, I®repri- 
manded him about some little occurrence 
and trying to rouse the spark of manhood 
within him, told him of aletter received 
from his mother, The boy broke down in 
tears. For those few moments at least the 
criminal disappeared and the boy reigned 
supreme, Isit possible for me to keep so 
or the five years he is to 


Ibope sé. It may be that within the next 
ear the demon of his being may assert 
tself in some terrible act. but I do not ex- 

pect it. and will report fajthfully the re. 

sult 

The antidote for mischief at the State 
school is occupation. Diverson, not coer- 
tion, is our motto. . 

There are three grades or schools in the 
boys’ department, and I will give you the 
daily programme of grade A as an exam- 
ple. They rise at 6 a,m. to do the work in 
the dormitories, wash and goin to hreakfast 
at 6:45. Neat, white tablecloths cover the 
tables andten boys who are waiters wear 
clean white aprons, The boys are given an 
abundance of mush and milk and bread, 
potatoes, meat and gravy. One man came 
to me and said: ‘What, feeding those boys 
meat twice a day? Why, how expensive it 
must be: if I were running that schooll 
wouldn't feed them meat at all.” How 
mauy are there in this audience who do not 
eat meat? Not one in this vast concourse 
who never eats meat. You are all past 18 
and through growing; all you need food 
for is to exist, while these working. playing, 
drilling, studying boys not only need food 
to maintain existence, but thev need food 
for growth. ‘Yes, but what is the cost per 
capita of taking such good care of and ed- 
ucating these children’'’ asks someone. 
What is the cost per capita of educating a 
boy at the State University? No person 
ever stopped to figure it out. 

The object of the State, wisely, is to do 
everything that will benefit the young men

boys who assist in my ofice are ‘learning 
stenography and one has become quite as 
expert in typewriting. I am anxious te 
add as so@n as possible industrial drawing, 
as I deem itt rtant that the boys learn. 
ing. be able 
or.aketches of their work. 


room and joins the other boys in the diming~ 
room. After lunch there is a half bour of 
play, andatl p.m. the boys are again de. 
talled to work until 4p.m., when they come 
in and prepare for drill, which. begins at 
4:30 and lasts until 6:15. This military 
drill is considered a privilege, not a task, 
and is one of the most important features 
of the curriculum. It givesthe boys a good 
carriage, expands their langs, makes them 
take pride in being neat and teachés them 
Prompt obedience. ‘Further than that a 
thorough military drill prepares these boys 
tor any emergency that may arise so that, 
ifever again, the drum beat of the Nation 
sounds the call ‘to arms” there will be @ 
large humber of young men from all over 
California who received their training at 
the Whittier State school who will offer 
themselves aa defenders of the old Gag. 

At 5:30 dinner is derved and then follows 
an hour of play... At7 p.m. one company 
goes to the reading-room and library, where 
they read, write, talk in subdaed tomes, 
play checkers or some other innevent 
games, and pass the evening like Boys 
should pass their evenings with their own 
family inacomfortable home. The other 
company at 7 p.m. into a schoo} room, 


sings familiar and often very jolly songs,” 


listens toa ten-minute lectare about the 
moon, the ocean or some other subject and 
pass sometime in conversation. The 0B 
ject during this hour in the school-room is 
to amuse, entertain and incidentally in- 
struct. 

At 8:30 the boys retire to their dormi- 
tories, where each child hasa nice, white, 
counterpaned cot allto himself. 

Having followed these boys all day” 
through eating, working, studying, drilling, 
playing, singing, you know each one is 
ready to close his eyes in sound sleep the 
minute his head touches the pillow. very 
Saturday they havea halfholiday. In the 
echool are two baseball nines and they have 
had match games with outside nines with 
varied resuits, 

GIRLS DEPARTMENT, 

There are twenty-six girls. They are is 
a cottage about 200 yards from the build- 
ing the boys arein. They are never under 
the Same roof with. the boys except at re- 
ligious services on Sunday, and on some 
evenings now and then at entertainments 
in the chapel. The outlook for these girls 
when the school opened was very discour- 
aging. judging from the experience of 
others, but we have been happily disap- 
pointed in our experience thus far. 

In judging of the final comparative re- 
sults of the boys and girls of course we re 
alize that the public will demand a much | 
more radical reformation in the latter than 
inthe former. That is the way of the 
world. The girls are as a rule bright. 
They work and study fully as well as’ the 
boys, and the important point will be when 
they are through with the school to get 
them good positions where they will be 
surrounded by those who will help them, 
and not be associated with persons wha 
will influence them for wrong. 

I realize at this moment that doubtless 
many of the lady teachers present coming 
as you do fromevery section of California, 
will be called on to lend a helping hand to 
girls who will leave the Whittier State 
school, and I do not believe the call will be 
in vain. 

The history of each boy and girl is very 
interesting. and always contains reasons 
for the trouble the chiid has caused. 

There has been much criticism about the 
fact that there are no walls around the 
Whittier school. Prominent men predicted 
that within six months the necessity of the - 
walls would be proven. It may be true 
that now and then a boy will leave the 
Whittier school the same as boys leave 
all kinds of schools and every variety of 
homes, but shall we, to retain that occa- 
sional bov, make prisoners of hundreds of 
boys? Our six months’ history in regard to 
ronaways is as follows: Sixteen days after 
the school opened two girls ran away one 
evening but were brought back next day. . 
Four and one-half months after the oper- 
ing of the school two boys, who were haul- 
ing gravel one mile from the school, left 
their work and were foundin a cafion one- 
half mile away two hours later. Five and 
one-half- months after the school opened 
two boys trom San Bernardino, who had 
been been with us only two or three days, 
ran away and were caught forty-eight 
hours later. All six of the boys and girls 
who have given us trouble have only been 
with us a few days, not long enough to 


feel the influence of or get in harmony 


with their surroundings. .... .- 
PUNISHMENTS. 

There was an old doctor who had on the 
shelves in his office one bottle labeled 
“typhoid fever,"’ another labeled -“‘lung 
fever” and another marked “fits.” The 
doses were also plainly marked on each 
bottle, Whenever he had a case of fits the 
medicine out of the properly labeled bottle 
was given in the regulation dose every 
time. He had not learned that it was more 


iinportant in order to prescribe properly ~ 


to know the patient, his individual peculiar- 
ities, his physical ancestry, than it was to 
know the name of the disease he was suffer- 
ing from, The modern, progressive physi- 
cian finds that each case of PF ar fever 
needs a course of treatment differing from 
all other cases. Thos it is in our school. 
There are 125 children in the school and 
each one must have a punishment suited to 
his temperament, to his past opportunities, . 
and to the influence of heredity. 

One boy is learning to be an electrician 
and engineer, and is deeply in love with bis 
work’ His punishment for acertain offense 
might be to put him at work for a week with 
a pick and shovel. Another boy isa great 
eater; his punishment might be a Hmited 
diet, while a few words to another boy 
would have a still greater effect. The 
punishment then is determined entirely 
after studying the boy to be punished. 

RELIGION. 

In the United States church and State are 
entirely separate. The State wants every 
person protected in his religious belief; 
consequently I realize that asa. servant of 
the State Iam employed to make good av- 
erage citizens of the boys, and netto make 
Catholics, Protestants or Jews of them; but, 
on the other hand, a good Catholic, Protes- 
tant or Jewis a good citizen. There are in 
the school three children of Jewish fami- 
lies. and about sixty of Catholic and sixty 
of Protestant families. Sunday morning 
all the Protestant children go to a Protes- 
tant church to Sunday-school up in the vil- 
lage of Whittier, and the Cathalics are

Shall We Have Public Water Works? 


water works submitted to the Council 
by City Engineer Dockweiler embody 
one of the most important projects ever 
brought before the people of Los An- 
geles, and deserve painstaking study. 
While the plans submitted may be as 
yet crude in some respects and subject 
to amendment and improvement, it be- 
hooves us as citizens of a progressive 
municipality to take them up as a_sse- 
rious subject of study and address our- 
selves to the best solution of the prob- 
lem involved. 3 

At first thought the suggestion of an 
expense for public improvements rang- 
ing from %2,000,000 to 83,000,000 
seems like a knock-down blow. But, 
like many other formidable proposi- 
tions, it may lose some of its terrors 
when taken in detail. While it is es- 
sential that we adopt plans for a com- 
plete system and should be fully ad- 
vised of its ultimate cost, it is not,nec- 


tem atonce. We can take the impor- 
tant step by easy stages and make it 
justify itself as we go. : 
Upon the general question, Is it ad- 
visable for the city to own a system of 
water works? there will scarcely be a 
division of opinion 3 
necessity. 
The second question, Whence.shall 
we derive a water supply? is already 
answered. There are only two possible 
sources, one of which—the Los Angeles 
River—the cityowns. The Tejunga sup- 


| ply, which has been mentioned as an 


alternative, has the demerits of being 
more remote, of uncertain volume, and 


being owned by individuals for specu- 


lative purposes. 

The third question concerns the feasi- 
bility of the method suggested by the 
City Engineer for the division and dis- 
tribution of the water supply. He has 
provided fora service for the whole 
city ultimately, and for a population 
sufficiently great to satisfy the most en- 
thusiastic believer in our future. He 
has made an allowance per cap- 
ita far in advance of the usual 
rate, viz., 200 gallons per person 
perday. The cost for all this, while in- 
volving a large outlay, is smallin com- 
parison with the expense to other cities 
similarly situated, yet seems to be suffi- 
ciently liberalto cover the cost of con- 
struction, 

Conceding the desirability of the city 
owning its own water system, and that 
the supply of the Los Angeles River is to 
be used, and that the plan presented by 
the City Engineer, or some modification 
of it, is to be adopted, the next ques- 
tion of importance is: Howcan we go 
about this work to carry out certain 
portions of the general plan for some 
relatively small outlay and at the same 
time accomplish a maximum amount of 
zood? |

Marie Louise, once the wife of Napoleon 
I, is the latest prominent victim of in- 
fluenza in this city. He died today from 
the disease. The deceased Prince was 
born in Fienna in 1854 and was mar- 
ried in 1879 to Julienne, Countess Ki- 
ensky. He was a grandson of Adam 
Albert. Count of Neipperg. and his sec- 
ond wife, Archduchess “Marie Louise, 
widow of Napoleon I.

Native Tribes on the Cashmere Frontier 

Forced into Submission. 
CautcuTta, Dec. 30.—[By.Cable and 
Associated Press.] Dispatches from 
Gilgal, the British advance post, close 
to the borders of Cashmere, from which 
base of operations the British forces 
are operating against the- Hunza and 
Nagar tribesmen, state that the ad- 
vance movement recently inaugurated 
by the British was entirely successful, 


and the town of Nunza was,occupied by 


the advance column.,, No opposition 
was offered by the tribesmen, they hav- 
ing been thoroughly defeated in the 
several engagements which have hith- 
erto occurred, and submission to Brit- 
ish authority is now complete. 

The British will now be able to finish 
the construction of the road from Gil- 
gal to Pamir, which the Hunza and 
Nagar tribesmen sought to prevent, 
and this, upon completion of the road 
from Cashmere to Gilgal, will afford 
easy means of access for the’ British to 
the Pamir, country now in dispute be- 
tween Great Britain. Russia and China. 
The state of Hunza lies on the southern 
slope of the Hindookoosh, back of which 
lies the Pamir country, an elevated 
table land known as ‘‘roof of the world.’’ 


“CANADA'S FUTURE.” 


London “Truth” Comes out in Favor of 
Annexation. 

Lonpon, Dec. 30.--|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.|] Truth, Labouchere’s 
paper, publishes an article on ‘‘Cana- 
da’s Future,’’ drawn out by the troubles 


in the province of Quebec. Truth says: 

It is the manifest destiny of the Domin- 
ion to become a new United Statesor to be- 
come attached to the great Republic. The 
change is inevitable and the sooner it oc- 
curs the better. The emancipation of the 
grotesque Dominion and its absorption in 
the United States would be a benefit to Can- 
adians and alsoto Great Britain. Such a 
course would relieve Great Britain of the 
necessity of engaging in transatlantic squab- 
bles in which she has noconcern.- It would, 
moreover, give Canadians energy and en- 
terprise, which no mere colonists can pos- 
sess. The only sufferers would be the In- 
dians, who would be transferred to the ten- 
der mercies of whatis probably the most 
corrupt and rascally institution on earth— 
the Washington Indian Bureau.

 @n the Witness Stand — How She

A case of asensational nature came 
on for trial before Judge McKinley ané 
a jury in Department Six Lhscge 
attentionall day.

Shé testified that she was the 
wife of the plaintiff, Martin Bedan, to 
whom she was married on July 18, 


1870. She earned her living by work- | 


ing as a charwoman, doing washing, 
house-cleaning and other drudgery for 
housekeepers. In December, 1890, 


' she was employed by,a lady who resided 


next door to defendant’s house in the 
southwest portion of thelcity. hile 
there she met the defendant, a smart- 
luvainy youta, about 80 years of age, 
who employed her to clean his house, 
which was. then untenanted. She 
worked there several days, and, on the 
morning of December 19, the defendant 
mapped out a plan of campaign for her, 
telling her to clean the windows up- 
stairs the last thing, and promising 
to return at 5 o'clock p.m. and pay her 
for her services. Accordingly she 
followed his instructions to the letter, 
and at 5:15. o’clock that afternoon he 
returned while she was inthe upper 
story. He came upstairs and, entering 
the room in.which she was working, 
asked her if she was through and 
whether or not she was tired.’ She re- 
plied affirmatively, and hethen engaged 
her in conversation for some minutes, 
apparently with uo ulterior motive ex- 
cept that of sympathy for her weari-

After talking to her of her husband and 
home, Turner induced her to enter a 
In in a corner of the room on 
some flimsy pretext and as she did so he 
grabbed her bythe arm and by main 
force pushed herto the floor. He im- 
mediately attempted to remove part of 
her undeérclothing, but could not do so.

Judge McKinley, in scathing terms, 
expressed, his disapproval of such con- 
duct on the part of a member of the bar, 
but Attorney» Luckel apologetically 
stated that he was prepared to make an 
explanation of the matter. there being 
several peculiar circumstances con- 
nectei with the case which would be 
suown at the proper time. 

Mrs. Bedan was then cross-examined 
as to the alleged outrage and admitted 
that although she was 39 vears of age 
and a strong, healthy woman and fully 
dressed at the time, her. clothing was 
not disarranged in the slightest, nor 
was therea bruise or scratch on her 
person to _ indicate that she had strug- 
gled to preserve her virtue. She ad- 
ded, however, that after’ Turney had 
thrown her down she had said: ‘I see 
your wife coming,”’ to which he replied: 
‘‘No, my wife never comes here,’’ or 
words to that effect.

THE LEFFLER MURDER. 


j The Preliminary Examination of Karmos 
and Kanilaler Commenced. 

In Justice Owens’ department of the 
Police Court yesterday the preliminary 
examination of Karmos and Kandaler, 
the Slavs who murdered Sam Leffler, 
the Southern Pacitic watchman ‘at the 
San Fernando street depot, on the 29 
of last November, was begun. 

The story of the murder was told in 
the columns of Tae Times when it oc- 
curred, and nothing new was brought 
out vesterday.. 

R. H. Mullalley, who was with Leffler 
the night before the murder, told how 
he ana Sam had trouble with the men 
and ordered them off the Southern Pa- 
cific grounds. Sam kicked and abused 
the men in witness’ presence several 
times and the Slavs threatened to get 
even with the dead watchman. 

After the men were driven away they 
returned late in the night and occupied 
one of the box-cars, where they were 
found imthe morning by the watchman 
and the fatal fight took place. Sam 
used his pistol, or attempted to, and-one 
of the Italians took it from him and shot 
him, killing himinstantly. Two shots 
were fired and one of the bullets entered 
the cheek of one of the Italians, and he 
came near dying from the effects. 

Nothing else of importance was 
brought out and the case went over un- 
til this morning at 10 o'clock.

THE LATE TRAGEDY. 


‘Another Letter Made Public—The Suicide 
Clearly Premeditated, 

There were no new developments in 
the MacGregor-Benjamin tragedy yes- 
terday with the exception that Mac- 
Gregor’s brother-in-law, Charles D. Wil- 
lard, made public for the first time the 
letter’written to his wife by MacGregor 
just before the terrible tragedy. 

Wiltard does not believe that the 
bruises on poor little Leah’s body go to 
prove that her husband had to beat her 
before she would take the poison. He 
is of the opinion that the bruises were 
made involuntarily by MacGregor dur- 
inp the death 
poisoning does not cause convulsions of 


the muscles and this explanation will 
hardly stand, 


The letter to MacGregor’s sister reads 

as follows: 
Los ANGELES, Dec. 26, 1891. 

My Dear May: This is the greatest and 
the iast of my treaks, and I will close a 
career which nas been devoted entirely to 
iny own purposes and aims by disregarding 
all others’ feelings and playing the coward-- 
amoral coward, though not a physical one; 
the act itself proof of that. 
This is not a suddehly-inspired purpose of 
mire, thourh itis. perhaps, on Leah's part, 
and in that regard lam guilty--a murderer, 
in fact, for I believe now that but Httle per- 
suasion on my part would turn her from it. 
That. makes ie a murderer, does it not, if 
I negiect fo save alife whilel mayy But 
the exquisite com fort of not going it alone; 
the sense of having someone by your side, 
and that one the most dear to you, has re- 
moved my scruples—and she is the willing 
r sacrifice. Whatever follows this life, if 
anything, we will be together; that is, we 
hope so, and if an even staft counts for 
anything we will be. Forgive us the scan. 
dal we will cause and (I know you will not) 
do not be much disturbed of mind your- 
selt. There remains lots to be said in the 
way of explanation, of course, but I am 
notin the meod for writing, and, perhaps, 
it is justas weil. Remember meto and give 
my iast tarewell to father, Dougias and 
Will, also to Charles, Please see to it that 
Tam not taken East, but am buried here 
with Leah.
